Mr. Horsfield had experience 
in iii** movement in his native <•..un- 
try and consequently is well adapted 
to give the boy scout idea th** necessa­ 
ry impetus to make it a success iu the 
United States- 
Mr. Horsfield admits that he is ex­ 
perimenting in an untried field, but he 
is confident that once the Idea is un­ 
derstood it xviii spread as rapidly as it 
did in 
England, Scotland, Germany 
and Australia. 
A boy must lie thir­ 
teen years, oid to be eligible for en­ 
rollment as a scout. 
Some of Hie boys 
nre seventeen or eighteen years old 
and a few twenty years. 


M u st Be Useful and Help Others. 
The scout law contains much that 
appeals to the schoolboy code of hon­ 
or.

Eighth.—Ile smiles and whistles un­ 
der all circumstances. 
Ninth.—H e Is thrifty. 
The pledge 
which the boy scout 
takes is as follows: 
“I will do my duty to God and ray 
country. 
I xviii do my best to help 
others, whatever it costs me. 
I know 
the scout law and xxiii oliey it.” 
“Taking this pledge indicates that 
the boy intends to roll ui) his sleeves 1 
aud get into business," said Mr. Hors- i 
field.

Professor Bolley’s Experiments Show 
It Affects Other Grains. 
Fargo, N. I)., May IO.—W h eat wilt, 
or w heat sickness, is a more serious 
proposition than flax wilt and soil sick- 
n* >s, according to Professor II. L. Bol- 
loy of the N orth Dakota Agricultural 
J college. 
P rofessor Holley is fam ous 
| through his discoveries of potato scab 
j and its treatm en t, his developm ent of 
J the form aldehyde treatm en t for smut- 
I tv wheat, of flax wilt and o ther plant 
diseases. 
Having developed im m une 
| flax, he turned his attention to w heat 
j wilt and wheat soil sickness. 
His experim ents so far indicate there 
I arc five diseases affecting th e plant 
{ and the soil. 
He does not know yet 
I th a t all five are equally serious, and is 
I carrying on a line of experim ents to 
I differentiate th"se, which m ay show 
I that, possibly, only two or three are 
! really menacing. 
T he worst phase of the investiga­ 
tion is that, while flax wilt and flax 
sick soil affects only flax, th e w h e a t 
I wilt affects not only w heat, but barley 
and oats as well. 
This feature m akes 
j the disease a grave affair. 
It causes 
widespread dam age and m aterially in- 
: terferes with the old system of crop 
i rotation for eradication. 
Professor Holley insists th a t the In­ 
fect* d grain, even w hen seeded on u n ­ 
infected land, will binoculate th e new 
I soil, and good grain, when seeded on 
■ Infected land, results in a dam aged 
crop. so th* re is a double danger.
